He continued with the narrow gauge until X8 1891 when to 
the surprise of Monroe Coumty he began to build a standard 
Gauge track. As a result of his push and energy his tonnezre 
increased watiit up to the year 1902 when he put out an average 
of 1100 tons a day. In 1903 with Nos. 4, 6 and 7 in operation 
his gross daily tonnage had risen to 1,000. Later No. & was 
Opened; it ran longer and produced more coal than any of the 
others. It was at this time that John Z. was rated a millionaire. 

Upon the death of Mr. Evans his secretary Patrick H. Hynes 
became president of the company and mine No. 9 was opened north 
of Avery on the Burlington tracks. This however, did not last 
long; then mines at Hiteman were purchased from the Wanello 
Coal Company in 1916 and Smoky Hollow “oal co. was moved to 
Hiteman. 

Three more mines were sunk, Nos. 10, Ll and 12. hese 
furnished work for Hiteman and Hynes miners for about 1] years 
when options on the coal fields ran cut. About 75 men were 
employed when work stopped after 52 years of continuous mining 
by John Z. Evans and his wea heirs. 

Only two landmarks are left in Hynes, a modern home built 
by wr. Evans and now occupied by Clifton Wignall, and one owned 
by Paul Wignall, built by Faley Hynes, a brother of Pat Hynes 
and mine siperintendent until his death. This thriving mining 
town of grocery stores, drug stores, livery stables, en opera 
house and a four-room school house is gone forever, now only a 
memory in old folks! minds. ,

Pioneer Settlement ond Ferning 

The first plonecr settlers of Smoky Hollow were 
American by birth. They came from Pennsylvania, North 
Caroline, Virginia, Ohio, Tennessee, and other mountain- 
ous localities. 

These people were individualistic in temperment 
and being accustomed as they were to the rock-strewn 
hille of their native land they chose to settle the 
densely wooded creek bottoms, making their clesrings in 
the forest. Thus, completely ignoring the prairie which 
laid to the north. 

In choosing his home the apt odene was predominently 
interested in its location, and it wes for this’.reason
